Claims 1, 4-8 and 21-24 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the invention of an 
active matrix organic electroluminescent display panel having a pixel structure layer which 
includes an active device matrix and an anode pattern layer, an organic light emitting layer which 
includes a first, a second, and a third organic light emitting layer, a cathode layer which includes 
a first, a second, and a third cathode pattern, the first, second and the third cathode patterns being 
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disconnected from each other, each cathode patterns being electrically connected to a first, a 
second, and a third voltage respectively, the voltages being different from each other, a first, a 
second, and a third cathode lines electrically connected to the first, the second, and the third 
cathode patterns respectively, wrherein the first, the second, and the third cathode lines are 
sandwiched between the pixel structure layer and the organic light emitting layer, along with 
other claimed limitations. Claims 4-8 and 21-24 are allowed due to claim dependency.
